NOTE: Because additional fees for excess or multiple dependent claims not paid on filing or on later presentation must only 
be paid or these claims cancelled by amendment, prior to the eviration of the time period set for response by the PTO 
in any notice of fee deficiency (37 C.F.R. 1. 16(d)), it might be best not to authorize the PTO to charge additional claim 
fees, except possibly when dealing with amendments after final action.
